Ex-S.J. police chief faces hate-crime charges

The former police chief of Borden- 
town Township said blacks are “like 
ISIS, they have no value,” mused 
about joining a firing squad to mow 
them down, and used police dogs to 
intimidate black spectators at high 
school basketball games, federal au- 
thorities said Wednesday in announc- 
ing assault and hate-crime charges 
against him. 
Frank M. Nucera Jr. has “a signifi- 
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cant history of making racist com- 
ments concerning African Ameri- 
cans,” according to a criminal com- 
plaint filed by the FBI in federal 
court in Camden. 


Frank M. Nucera Jr. compared black people 
to ISIS, according to a federal criminal 
complaint: “They should line them all up 
and mow ’em down.” 


The charges stem from an incident 
a year ago in which Nucera allegedly 
attacked a handcuffed black suspect 
who was already in police control in 
the Burlington County town. He

Kenney 
to take 


control, 
end SRC 


He will say Thursday the city will 
be responsible for funding the 
district, led by an appointed board.

Mayor Kenney is set to announce that the 
city is taking back its public schools — and 
is promising to pay for them. 

In an address to City Council planned for 
Thursday morning, the mayor will outline 
the end of the state-dominated School Re- 
form Commission and a path to local control 
of the Philadelphia School District by July 1, 
administration officials confirmed Wednes- 
day night. He will also pledge to have the 
city cover much of the $1 billion deficit the 
school system is projecting over five years. 

Kenney has made education the center- 
piece of his administration, and seizing con- 
trol of the schools after 16 years of state 
takeover would cement that. 

The mayor, in a letter to the public to be 
released Thursday, said the SRC has made 
for a system with no accountability. The com- 
mission also has presided over cycles of sta-

NEW YORK — Federal prosecutors 
brought terrorism charges Wednesday 
against the Uzbek immigrant accused in the 
truck rampage that left eight people dead, 
saying he was 


spurred to attack by 
the Islamic State 
group’s online calls to 
action and picked Hal- 
loween because he 
knew more people 
would be out on the 
streets. 

Even as he lay 
wounded in the hospi- 
tal from police gunfire, 
Sayfullo Saipov asked 
to display the Islamic 
State flag in his room
